PASCO  ROBERTS  MASTER  LESSONS  FOR  HAWAIIAN  GUITAR  have  been  ISSUED  IN  TWO  VOLUMES 

to  satisfy  present  day  demand  for  a  progressive  method  combining  melody  and  chords  and  incorporating  mod¬ 
ern  trends  in  the  playing  of  the  instrument.  The  Pasco  Roberts  Master  Lessons  start  in  the  regular  Hawaiian 
Style  of  playing  (in  standard  tuning)  but  instead  of  starting  in  the  Key  of  “A”  (using  sharps)  this 
system  starts  in  the  Key  of  “C,”  which  is  the  key  used  for  starting  other  instruments  and  which  uses  all  of 
the  natural  notes.  However,  the  course  is  so  arranged  that  those  who  prefer  to  start  in  “A”  may  do  so.  All 
numbers  used  in  both  volumes  are  arranged  for  two  guitars,  the  first  guitar  playing  solo  and  the  second  guitar 
playing  not  only  a  chord  accompaniment  but  alto  or  tenor  harmony  as  well. 

In  Volume  Two,  the  lessons  cover  advanced  work  in  the  regular  standard  tuning  and  also  the  New  Tunings 
mentioned  below,  as  well  as  elementary  harmony  which  can  be  applied  to  all  tunings.  A  special  feature  is  a 
new  system  of  playing  from  sheet  music  in  actual  pitch  notation.
